Loitering Law Viewpoint 


ing law continues to generate 
more controversy, as it nears 

a challenge of its constitution- 
ality by the Dallas Civil Liber- 
ties Union, Whatever the out- 
come, the law seems to be having 
one effect that may ultimately 
be beneficial: it is clarifying, 
in the heat of controversy, some 
viewpoints held by both police 
and civilians on the mechanisms 
of law enforcement. 

Eleven persons have been ar- 
rested under the new law, and 
three are pending trial, That 
musch is objective fatt. Beyond 
that point, a gulf develops on 
what it all means, whose import- 
ance may go beyond that of the 
law itself. 

"There's no intention «to 
harass or annoy anyone," said 
chief prosecutor Bill Bennison. 
Opponents of the new law point 
out that roughly fcur persons 
are subjected to arrest for 
each one brought to trial, They 
see this as too high a price te 
pay for trying the one, and cite 
it as proof that officers cannot 
judge guilt ocrrectly--being 
wrong three times in four. Ben- 
nison does not agree, stating 
that "many of the cases would 
have been good to take to trial." 

No specific explanation was 
given for why they weren't, but 
the general breaksown of the un- 
tried eight was that four cases 
were "judged faulty complaints 
by the E A offices” 
The other four were "dismissed 
for technical reasons". The 
terms in quotes were not defined. 

Bennison explained that in 
legal terms "There is lawful and 
unlawful loitering. We're not 
concerned with individuals walk- 
ing around kicking stones." Lo- 
cal Lee Park stone-kickers, on 
the other hand, seem to resent 
having their leisure labelles as 
"loitering" of any kind, when 
the decision as to legality lies 

He gubjective police judgment.

forcement ultimately depends on 
the "common sense and experience"

Monday, August 3, the police dis- 
covered what they reported as a

that point, perhaps, that cpinions 
differ most across the gap be- 
tween police and citizen, 

Mr. Bennison defended the law 
by saying that charging the 
persons arrested so far under 
any other law would have heen 
"less than satisfactory or im- 
possible", the implication being 
that a vital need to make an ar- 
rest existed. 

When all the heat has died down, 
it just may have generated some 
light on the situation. Police 
consider that all eleven arrests 
were proper, since they involved 
good judgment as to how the sit- 
uation seemed. The eight arrests 
of persons later freed are view- 
ed as regrettable, perhaps, but 
a necessary price to pay. As 
the saying goes, it seemed like 
a good idea at the time, The 
opposing feeling, from those 
attacking the loitering law, in 
that arrests and trials should 
be equal in number; to this fac- 
tion, an arrest which leads to 
no trial obviously should never 
have been made. Such arrests, 
to them, are harassment and 
annoyance, however well-meant, and 
represent a failure of the law 
as they warned in the first place, 

.There are many other attitudes 
of course. Yet, what has been 
outlined here does give a fairly 
good picture of the existing po- 
larization over the new law. This 
reporter's analysis is that both 
the police and the people, in a 
majority of cases, really want 
to see "the right thing done" as 
they see it. The problem is 
that in spite of this good faith,

fears, and above all definitions 
which it acts on, and those 
standards--often unspoken and 
unconscious--do not agree. 

If there is one thing worse 
than a situation where "stink- 
ing hippies" and "dirty pigs" 
clash in mutual hate, it is the 
one in which both sides mean well 
and are still at each other's 
throats. That, as our own nation's 
past shows, is where civil war 
comes from. The suit by the 
civil liberties people may be

and wholesalers in volum at half 
retail chain store prices. The 
movement has over 50 families 

at latest count but is growing 
fast.

CUSTER DIED FOR YOUR SINS 
"An Indian Manifesto" 
by 
Vine Deloria, Jr, 
Macmillan, $5.98, 279 pages, 1969 


Deloria has written a strong 
book. Whites can learn an Indian 
viewpoint of U.S, history that 
isn't found in the official re- 
cords or history of the country, 
Unlike U.S, Commanders-in-Chief 
from Harry Truman through Richard 
Nixon, the American Patriot Chief 
Crazy Horse never drafted anyone 
into his armed forces, "People 
recognized that what Crazy Horse 
did was for the best and was for 
the people," Indians know that 
what a man really is, is what's 
important--not his own self image 
found in a vanity mirror; "Some 
years back Richard Nixon warned 
the American people that Russia 
was bad because she had not kept 
any treaty or agreement signed 
by her. You can trust Communists, 
the saying went, to be Communists. 
Indian people laugh themselves 
sick when then they hear these 
statements, America has yet to 
keep one Indian treaty or agree- 
ment despite the fact that the 
United States government signed 
over four hundred such treaties 
and agreements with Indian tribes. 
It would take Russia another cen- 
tury to make and break as many

Air and water pollution eccur 
by-products in the creation ‘of 
energy; and the outcome of the 
pollution war will probably be 
determined by whoever wins the 
war for control of energy resour- 
wes. This is an enormous indus- 
‘trial struggle quietly carried 
forward while the policians bore 
_the populace to death with their 
banal plans for pollution control, 

Oil and gas supply some 75 per- 
cent of the energy in the United 
States; coal, 20 percent; and 
hydropower, four percent, Nuclear 
energy provides less than one 
percent, According to many pre- 
dictions, energy demand will tri- 
ple in the next 20 years, The 
fastest-growing form of energy 
is electricity, and it is expect- 
ed that demands for electric pow- 
er will double each decade. The 
whole question of environmental 
pollution turns on the means of 
energy production, who produces 
it, and how it is produced. Es- 
pecially important is which fuels 
energy production, who produces 
it, and how it is produced, Es- 
produce electricity, 

The energy business increasing- 
ly looks like a monopoly, with 
half a dozen international petro- 
leum conglomerates controlling 
the supply of oil, natural gas, 
coal and uranium. (Seven major 
- companies control about 70 per- 
cent of the international oil 


business, “They vare standard oir ~ 


of New Jersey, Shell, Gulf, Tex- 
aco, Standard Oil of California, 
Socony Mobil and British Petrol- 
eum. Their percentage of the 
business has declined from 90 
percent in 1955,) 


During the past few years, petro- 


leum companies have purchased 
leading coal firms, Eleven of 
the top 25 oil companies now own 
coal firms; 20 percent of total 
coal production is accounted for 
by petroleum company subsidiaries, 
There are but two coal companies 
with large enough coal reserves 
to guarantee supplies for electric 
utilities in the heavily indus- 
trial Eastern part of the coun- + 
try. They are Humble Oil, the 
Jersey Standard subsidiary, which 
has vast tracts in Southern Ohio 
and now supplies the Chicago ut- 
ility market; and Consolidation 
Coal, a subsidiary of Continental 
Oil, Consolidation Coal is the 
largest producer of coal and 
dominates activity in the Fast, 
Large quantities of coal are 
buried beneath public lands in 
the Mountain States, While most 
of this land is under lease to 
petroleum companies (Kerr-McGee, 
Sun Oil, Atlantic-Richfield, © 
Mobil, and Gulf), only 10 percent 
of the leaseholds are ever work- 
ed. In its leasing policies the 
federal government has made it 
possible for the big petroleum 
companies to grab the coal lands 
and take them out of production, 
Petroleum companies are also 


25 oil companies, 18 are engaged 
in uranium mining or research, 
One firm--controls 25 percent of 
the entire uranium milling busi- 
ness. 

Historically, the oil companies 
have controlled production of 
natural gas, Gas is discovered 
along with oil, Now there is a 
keen demand for gas because it 
is low in pollutants, Both the 
Federal Power Commission--which 
regulates the production and sup- 
ply of natural gas--and the petro- 
leum companies--which produce the 
fuel--insist the fuel is in short 
supply and must be conserved, 

This has the effect of limiting 
supply and creating pressure to 
drive up prices, However, in 
recent testimony before the Senate 
Interior subcommittee, Bruce 
Netschert, an economist with Nat- 
ional Economic Research Associates, 
maintained oil men had discovered ` 
gas in 500 different wells on the 
outer-continental shelf in the 
Gulf off Louisiana, but instead 

of connecting the wells to pipe- 
lines, the petroleum companies 
"shut in" the wells, that is, 
sealed them off, Netschert es- 
timated that if these shut-in 
wells were hooked up to pipelines, 
they could provide enough gas to 
heat four million homes. That's 

a considerable amount considering 
gas is now used to heat a total 

of 29 million homes. 
Recently, John Nassikas, a Ne 
Hampshire Republican wi N 
appointed chairman of the FPC, 
said he favored higher prices for 
gas as°a means of encouraging pro- 
ducers to step up their search 
for this dwindling resource, 

This is part of the industry's 
line, and the Commission is ex- 
pected to go along with a gradual 
rise in prices. Even if there 
were a desperate shortage of gas, 
raising prices wouldn't make much 
sense, The petroleum companies 
which drill for gas are conglom- 
erate corporations. The price 
rise would not necessarily work 
as an incentive for more gas ex- 
ploration. More likely it would 
go to whichever division of the 
corporation showed the most pro- 
fit. 

A more likely way to increase 
the supply of gas would be to 
require the leaseholders in the 
Gulf to hook up their wells and 
to change the leasing system a- 
round so that smaller companies 
can work on the outercontinental 
shelf, where there are enormous 
supplies of gas, To win a lease 
on the shelf a company must put 
up millions of dollars as a cash 
bonus before drilling actually 
begins. This restricts activity 
to large companies, 

Whether or not the petroleum 
corporations, which now call them 
selves "energy" companies, actu- 
ally have set into motion dalib- 
erate marketing strategies, their 
practices ‘in marketing both coal 
and natural gas suggest the supply 
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is artificially shut off, 

One way to influence energy po- 
licy is through research, But 
the federal government spends 
only $300 million a year in en- 
ergy research, and over two thirds 
of that money goes for work in 
developing nuclear power plants, 
The idea is to develop a safe, 
low-cost breeder reactor which 
produces more fuel than it actu- 
ally uses, However, the breeder 
reactors haven't turned out very 
well. The Fermi plant in Michi- 
gan exploded, There is a contin- 
uing argument over the safety of 
all the plants, and the dangers 
from radioactivity, Fron the 
point of view of the industry 
the most ominous sign is a recent 
report by Philip Sporn, former 
chairman of American Electric 
Power Co. Sporn is an acknow- 
ledged expert on electricity, 
and the industrialists listen to 
him Ina report on the prospects 
for nuclear power, Sporn argues 
that nuclear pover is losing the 
fight against coal. While the 
cost of coal is rising, the 
cost of building nuclear plants 
bas risen more quickly, Nuclear 
plants, scheduled to come in at 
3.5 mills-per-kilowatt/hour of 
electricity, actually will end up 
costing nearly double that amount, 
Sporn points out that because of 
the dismal economics, one of two 
projected new nuclear plants has 
been cancelled; others are delay- 
ed S 


clear power stations and are push- 
ing for coal-fired plants instead, 
"It is obvious that we have a 
slowdown in the ordering of atomic 
generating capacity," Sporn says. 
"As against a peak of 25,780. MW 
(megawatts) placed on order in 
1967 to 7,190 W," 

Tf nuclear power is long delay- 
ed, and if supplies of coal and 
natural gas remain undeveloped, 
then the only alternative will be 
oil, This is essentially Sporn's 
conclusion. He hopes the big 
finds in Alaska will provide the 
fuel for electric utilities, 

Such a trend would work very well 
from the point of view of the 
petroleum companies, which make 
the most profit from producing 
oil--not coal, natural gas or 
uranium. 

As the Large petroleum companies 
move to corner the fuels markets, 
private utilities, which provide 
80 percent of the electricity in 
the country, are working towards 
a monopoly of the distribution 
apparatus. In 1945 there were 
more than 1,000 electric power 
companies; now there are but 300, 
The largest utilities in the field 
ere buying up smaller firms to 
extend their geographical range, 
and turning themselves into con- 
glomerates along the way, Electric 
utilities run railroads, build 
housing subdivisions, and are in 
the mining business. Common- È 
wealth Edison, the Chicago utility, 
which is third in size after Con- 


) 
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solidated Edison and Pacific Gas 
and Electric, is now in coal and 
uraniun mining, o 

Thus far, however, the monopo- 
lists within the electric util- 
ities business have been confound- 
ed by cliques of senile industrial- 
ists who still manage the enter- 
prise. These people, with their 
little, backward companies, par- 
anoid dread of federal regulation 
and childish notions of free en- 
terprise, are a real source of 
embarrassment to the modern, "lib- 
eral" businessman. Where the 
corporate liberal welcomes feder- 
al regulation as a means of or- 
ganizing markets in his own inter- 
ests, the 19th century electric 
utilities man shrinks in horror 
at the prospect of public power 
and a nationalized electric system. 

The regulatory apparatus, es- 
tablished in the Thirties, works 
‘to preserve this old-fashioned 
business by splitting up author- 
ity into different regulatory 
bodies with the result that re- 
gulation is a joke. Thus, the 
Federal Power Commission must 
approve hydroelectric projects 
but is prevented from exercising 
auy control over plants burning 
coal, oil or natural gas. The 
Atomic Energy Commission handles 
nuclear plants. Neither state 
nor federal government have any 
real control over the placing of 
transmission lines. Most import- 
ant, although electric utilities 
enjoy a virt i 

Ow no evidence 
of a reliable power supply. If 
they go.on the blink it's just 
tough luck for the customers, 

The whole question of "relia- 
bility" of power supply now ts 
a sericus matter because of brown- 
outs and black-outs. And it turns 
out that the electric utilities 
business is based on bum engineer- 
ing. The private electric com- 
panies have been unwilling or 
unable to construct a grid system, 
the tic-tac-toe inter-linking of 
transmission lines so that if 
one station goes haywire, its 
customers are automatically sup- 
plied by other stations along 
the grid. The grid system, em- 
ployed abroad, is considered to 
be sound basic engineering, but 
the private companies have been 
slow to adopt the idea, 

As a consequence, there are 
orly two real functioning grids 
in the United States, both center- 
ed in federal public power pro- 
jects. One grid covers the area 
serviced by TVA; the other, hooked 
into the Bonneville Dam project, 
teaches over the Northwest and 
into California, 

At the time of the 1965 New 
York black-out, TVA was ready to 
send up a sizeable block of power, 
but because the interconnecting 
lines were too small, the power 
couldn't get through. Afterwards, 
the utilities promised to develop 
interconnection systems so as to 
avoid future break downs. But 
last summer--four years later-- 
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Consolidatéd Edison to New York 
had to cut voltage and ask cus- 
tomers to turn off appliances 
because it was running low on 
power supply. At that time Basin 
Electric, a cooperative in the 
Dakotas, wired Con Ed with an 
offer of power. Con Ed had to 
turn down the offer because the 
"PJM" intersection, the inter- 
connection handling power for 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Maryland, wasn't big enough to 
handle the Basin Electric power 
block, ` 

Rather than build reliable grid 
systems, the private power com- 
panies spend their time fighting 
efforts at constructing grids, 
then blame the power failures on 
conservationists, The Dickey- 
Lincoln School project in Maine 
provides an exampie of the extra- 
ordinary lengths to which the 
electrie utilities will go in 
fighting installation of a decent 
power system. 

Ta 1965--over the vigorous ob- 
jections of the private utilities- 
Congress approved plans to build 
a federal hydroelectric project 
in Northern Maine. It was to 
be called the Dickey-Lincoln 
School project, and the idea be- 
hind the scheme was to create an 
inexpensive source of electricity 
which could both bring down the 
price of power, which is very 
expensive in New England, and 
provide a reliable supply for 
the future, The power generated 
from the dams would be made avail- 
able to both public and. ERENS 


Fearing the incursion of the 
federal government into their 
territory, the private utilities 
in New England put together a 
lobby operation to stop Dickey- 
Lincoln. The companies sent exe- 
cutives to Washington to speak 
with congressmen, set up a string 
of fancy dinners to impress pol- 
iticians, sought the assistance 
of the United Mine Workers, and 
ordered the company directors to 
speak against the project, It 
was a sophisticated operation, 

An elaborate publicity plan des- 
cribed how to build a successful 
Congressional lobby; 

"It is essential that all speak- 
eîs sent out to the hustings be 
specifically directed to avoid 
any partisan implications in their 
remarks. An examination of the 
series of roll calls in the re- 
cent sessions of the Congress clear- 
ly indicates that while we re-" 
ceived fairly consistent support 
from Republican members, the 
leadership of the fight was, for 
the most part, handled by Demo- 
cratic members from New England 
and Pennsylvania, Additionally, 
considerable support was received 
from Southern Democrats. Keep- 
ing these factors in mind is es- 
sential to ultimate sucess with 
this project," 

"It is our general feeling that 
over years past there has been 
a tendency on the part of util- 
ity people, top management inclu-

In the years that 
lie ahead a considerable adjust- 
ment in this generalization will 
be required and failure to make 
this adjustment will make the

"The speech to be prepared (a- 
gainst building the plant) will 
emphasize the non-partisan nature 
of the fight ahead and will also 
include references to "a project 
way up in Maine'; 'that further 
study is badly needed';"that 
there is a conservation issue at 
stake'; 'that the plant will 
never produce the output predict- 
ed and will never be built within 
estimates.' It will also include 
reference to our more basic ar- 
guments that there is a better 
way to do the job; that electric 
rates are on the way down and 
will be some 40 percent by 1980; 
that hydro-electric stations are 
horse-and-buggy style and that 
methods used so far to gain pre-: 
liminary approval of this project 
have been exceedingly unusual," 

This publicity scheme was put 
into operation in 1966 and met 
with success, Four years later 
the Dickey-Lincoln School project 
is stalled, Last month the House 
turned down a request for $807,000 
in funding to get the plan under- 
Way. 

Meanwhile, the New England util- 
ities have insisted there is no 
need to worry about any shortages 
of electricity, Last fall, Frank 
J. Sherman, chairman of a plan- 

ingland 


there would be an ample supply of 
electricity in 1970. However, 
Sherman reported privately to 
utliity executives that "present- 
ly planned capacity will not pro- 
vide adequate reserves for a re- 
liable system supply" for the 
years 1970-1974, According to 
Sherman's private report, New 
England would be short 400 mega- 
watts during 1970. He. must have 
been right, because New England 
has a power shortage this sum. 

The result of the fight against 
Dickey-Lincoln has aot only been 
to delay the establishment of a 
grid system for New Ragland, but 
it also bas hastened the private 
coupanies' own plans for expan- 
sion, These included proposals 
for ruclear power plants, which 
as indicated aheve are uneconomi- 
cal and raise serious health and 
environmental issues, 

Eventually, the control of en- 
ergy needs involve some sort of 
coalition among the utilities and 
petroleum companies, Presumably, 
this will occur, as it already 
has in the banking business, with 
the appearance of financial hold- 
ig companies which can control 
both the supply of fuels and the 
distribution of energy through 
electric utilities; in all like- 
lihood they will be dominated by 
oil men, The shaping of this new 
indvstrial formation--not the 
piddling Congressional reforms or 
bureaucratic shuffling of the Nix- 
on Administration--will decide the 
pollution issue. --James Ridgeway

What fs the alternate press? 

A man with the Time Herald asked 
me if my reference to "alternate 
newspaper" meant the Dallas Morn- 
ing News. No, The alternate 
press offers a choice, not an 
echo, 

And yet not a choice, really. 

A choice means taking your pick, 
determining sides, making a stand. 
News reportage offers the facts 
as interpreted by the observer 
making the report; the reader 
makes up his own mind after in- 
formir:g himself through the news 
media, 

As is true in science, so in 
journalism; the more complex 
an experiment (sotyr) becomes, 
the less objective are the re- 
sults, The more "facts" there 
are to deai with, the more subtle 
the evidence is, the more the ob- 
server's subjective interpretation 
and expectations enter into the 
conclusions, Everyone cen tell 
black from white; it's the shades 
of grey that cause comment. 

The physical sciences today 
are "clena" beyord the hopes cf 
philosophers (scientists) of old, 
essentially because they have 

‘ become specialized fields of in- 
terests, isolated from the weigh- 
ty concerns of those philosophers. 
A magnificent case in point: The 
moon landing in juxaposition to 
the internal strife in this coun- 
Try. = Thesti i pa 
accomplishing such a feat are 
immensely complex and subtle, 
but notħing compared to the tan- 
gled "ball of confusion" out of 
which is woven the social/psych- 
ological fabric of a nation. 

The journalist has the task of 
telling it like he sees it--never 
mind "like it is"--when he is. 
part of what he sees, The differ- 
ence between him and the scient- 
ist is that in the socio-psych- 
ological setting the subjectivity 
of the reporter is more self- 
evident; he is aware (or should 
be) of the difficulty of using 
the "perceptive (letached) eye." 

"There are two-sides to every 
story." Everyone has heard this 
plea for tolerance, There are 
two sides if you have two people 
telling the story. The sides 
increase proportionally thereon 
with the number of people involved. 
We who are putting our energies 
to the task of developing an 
alternate life style to the Amer- 
ican dream life should know better 
than fall inte the trap we accuse 
straight society of being in: re- 
acting in terms of black/white. 
There are many sub-groups within 
our sub-culture, macy individually 
different perspectives within the 
sub-groups. 

What makes the local big circu- 
lation dailies so ‘rustrating to 
read? Precisely this superficial 
scarning of the realities that 
are the life of our city today. 
This insult to wen's thinking 


ony sane, in rong È 
if Uncle Sam has 


potential is not just the creation 
of simple-minded journalists, 

but an exercise carried out with 
the justification that this view 
of reality is a reflection of 

main stream, middle-class America 
and therefore The News as the 
people want to hear it (and will 
pay to read it). 

The "underground" press does 
the same thing. Its sins are 
those of the publicans rather 
than the pharisees--at least they 
(we) are fighting to change some- 
thing they deem wrong while the 
supporters of che status quo are 
writhing in the quicksand of un- 
thought ‘that will be their final 
resting place. But sinners they 
are; if the truth shall make you 
free. 

Much of the underground "propa- 
ganda" is inspired by an anarchic, 
apocalyptic attitude growing out 
of severe frustration and despair 
that any marked, liberating soc- 
ietal change will come from "with- 
in the system." 

There are people "out there" 
who are ignorant, Ignorant of 
the power childhood socialization 
has and over their lives, of the 
invalidity of ideals they believe 
synchronous with America, of the 
disparity between the Constitu- 
tion and the judicial system of 
this countrys a. 

These people do not believe 
themselves to be a minority., We 
all want to belong, and if the

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NEWS: As organizer of SDS from 
January of 1968 through March of 


;'69, you traveled over most of 


Texas. What did you find out 
from these travels through Texas? 
HAILE; I found out from my trav- 
eling during that period through- 
out: Texas, Oklahoma, to a lesser 
extent the South and the country 
as a whole, several very important 
things, First of all, I don't 
believe there's any such thing as 
a particularly backward section of 
the country, A lot of people when 
they start talking about change 
Say we have to understand that the 
South is backward, that the people 
are slow to pick up on new concepts, 
in a politically or culturally im- 
poverished area of the country. 
T've been all over the country in 
the last two or three years that 
I've been ir the movement, when I 
was in SDS and since T left SDS, 
and I've found that whether it's 
NYC, Chicago, Dallas, Lubbock, 
Commerce, or Houston that people 
are uniformly at this point, con- 
cerned with the same fundamental 
questions. Now they may be react- 
ing to those questions very dif- 
ferently, they may even moving in a 
Fascist direction, either because 
Fascism is in their interest, which 
is usually not the case, or because 
they're so thoroughly confused, so 
thoroughly trapped in the lies that

have been told to them all their 
lives, that at this point they 
would fight on the side of the 
Fascists. 

But the revolution is not tomor- 
row morning, and a tremendous 
amount of education can still be 
done to win over large numbers of 
people. The basic thing is that 
this is such a highly industrial- 
ized, highly centralized society, 
with the media, etc., however 
screwed up it may be, a tool of 
oppression it may be, we no longer 
have significant numbers of people 
living in true isylation in this 
society, and the war in Viet Nam 
is a terrific example of that. You 
cannot go anywhere in this country 
where people don't have a position 
on the war. Of course, I believe 
at this point most people one way 
or another, whatever the reason, 
oppose the war, want to see the 
war ended, Whether they want to 
see it ended in a correct sort of 
way that's actually going to end it 
is another question. You're not 
going to end the war with an honor-' 
able truce. 

Essentially, people are concerred 
with basically the same questions 
around the ccuntry - the war in 
Viet Nam, racism or white supremacy, 
youth, or actually white youth, 
what it's into, the threats that 
it's making to all sorts of people, 


its potential for change, inflation, 
the deep economic crisis this sys- 
tem is involved in, so on and so 
forth, What that means is that all 
around the country, even though it 
may be taking place at slower pace 
somewhere than somewhere else, 
essentially national consciousness 
is growing in this country of a 
very important thing and this is 
the most important thing I can em- 
phasize. I haven't talked to a 
persoa in three years that doesn't 
believe there isn't going to be a 
civil war in this country. Many 
are aware that this country will 
not long survive as it is now or- 


ganized. 
NEWS: Bartee, you use this word 
'Fascism' - could you define that 


for me, what you mean by it when 
you use it? 

HAILE: I wish I could get persons 
to define every term because there 
are so many terms being tossed 
around today, particulariy in the 
so-called movement. (I say so-callec 
movement because I'm not sure who's 
in it at any given point, I don't 
feel close to a lot of people chat 
call themselves movement people.) 
But the term "Fascism' has a very 
precise meaning, and it comes out 
of a definition of capitalism, 
There's no other way - you have to 
talk about it historically. People 
can be anti-capitalist or not,’ of

course I am, 

The first thing we have to under- 
stané is that one way or another, 
capitalism is owned and controlled 
by a comparative handful of indi- 
viduals, Thev have the power be- 
cause of their economic power. And 
I think that when people examine 
it, thev can see that in American 
society. That's a certain class 
of people. I've chosen to cali it 
the ruling class. some people call 
it the power elite, But that rulins 
class is the people that preside 
over all the major decisions of 
this society, Thev make them and 
they make them in their interest. 

Now the catch is this ~ they try 
to convince the masses of people in 
America that their decisions, based 
upon their interests, are consis- 
tent with the interest of everyone 
else in this society, Now either 
that's true or it's not. Develop- 
ing from that, we can sce that 
after World War IT, capitalism in 
the U. S, had no choice but to 
develop as an international system, 
It couldn't continue to progress. 
to raise the standard of living, 
to move toward technological ad- 
vances, The economy could not con- 
tinue to grow. without becoming 
international, that is, without 
relying upon markets and resources 
of particularly the third world 
(Asia, Africa, and Latin America). 
That's when the U. S. became a 
truly imperialist country, It 
wasn't because there were evil men 
in-power and they chose to do an 
evil thing. Whoever would have 
been in power at tha 
“RIStory would ave 
America's system an international 
one in order for this economy to 
even survive. And it did survive 
and flourish for some of the peo- 
ple in this society, 

We look around in the 1960's 
standing on the edge of the 1970's. 
the edge of a new decade, and we 
see that everywhere in the world 
as well as at home, the U.S, em- 
pire is in deep, deev trouble. 
Wars of liberation, people's wars, 
are raging all throughout the con- 
tinents of Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America, directed against two 
things - oppressive governments in 
those countries, and most impor- 
tantly, the foreign interests that 
keep those governments in power 
and that keep those economies and 
those peopies impoverished and 
oppressed. And, time and time 
again, whether it's Moazambique, 
Brazil, or Viet Nam, regardless of 
where vou go throughout the third 
world, the foreign power that is 
being fought egainsc in those 
countries is the U.S, It may be 
directly, like in Viet Nam, or 
indirectly like in other countries 
where so-called allies like Portu- 
gal or Spain or France or Great 
Britain are being opposed by the 
by the people. 

That empire is falling apart 
and it is in such severe trouble 
that even revolutionary move- 
ments are developing in the U.S7 
a revolutionary movement is deve- 
loping, pot a reformist movement, 
not a liberal movement, not a pro- 
gressive movement begging for 


change but a movement fighting for 
power. The response of the ruling 
class in this country, the class 
of people that I talked about still 
own and control far in excess of 
90% of the wealth of this country 
and therefore have all of the 
power. They are making a conscious 
choice at this point-they can 
either surrender their blood» 
soaked profits and power to the 
people of the world (and that 
includes the oppressed people of 
the U.S.) or they can fight to the 
death to preserve their privilege- 
to preserve their fantastic power. 

They've chosen to do the second 
of course, That's not because they 
are irrational insane men, I get 
very irritated when people try to 
tell me that Richard Nixon is a 
mad man or that Spiro Agnew's a 
fool. They're diabolically clever, 
rational, calculated individuals, 
the same way that Adolph Hilter 
was. But today's Fascists are far 
different because they have many 
more tools at their command, 

That's a rather long, rambling 
analysis of how we got to where we 
are. In conclusion I don't say we 
have Fascism yet in this country. 
It shouldn't give us cause for a 
deep sigh of relief and we go off 
in a corner and forget the threat 
that hangs over virtually everyone 
in this country and particularly 
everyone in the world, because 
Fascism is at this point consolid- 
ating in the U.S. 

NEWS: If you had to give a diction- 
ary definition of American-style 
asčism “how would you define 
EAILE: Webster, was a capitalist, 
right? I think a people's diction- 
ary would define Fascism American 
style first and foremost as white 
supremacy. We have to grab hold of 
something and it's particularly 
difficult for white Americans to 
grasp this. That Fascism American 
style in 1970, right now, is an 
international race war. That may 
sound like coming at the problem 
backwards to people but essentially 
we can see the ruling powers of the 
U.S, making a frenzied, frantic 
attempt at this point to recruit 
the masses of white Americans in 
this society, to their side, which 
is white, in an international 

race war, which would be fought 
against the Vietnamese as well as' 
the Guademalans as the blacks of 
Africa, and the people of color 

in the U.S. Tne ruling class in 
this country is trying to convince 
all people of their color, white, 
regardless of how bad their lives 
are, how meaningless their lives 
areyhow oppressive their lives are, 
that when it comes down to the 
life and death struggle that they 
should align with them, the white 
ruling class, against the pecples 
of color of the world, so we have 
the prospect of an interrational 
race war. That's how American 
Fascism is first and foremost 
understood. It's understood in 
other ways, too. 

You go back and you read Adolph 
Hilter's views on women's secon- 
dary position, That's true in this 
society, Although I mizht have some 


criticisms here and there about 
certain tendencies of the Women's 
Liberation Movement in this society, 
one of the reasons is that it is 
still essentially a lily-white 
phenomena-the basic thing is that 
women are truly second-class citi- 
zens and it's clear that the most 
oppressed people of this society 
are women of color, 

Another characteristic of 
Fascism, somewhat clear at this 
point, is that Fascism promises 
one thing: an inevitable, pro- 
longed war. The people in this 
country in the anti-war movement 
who are promising the American | 
people a withdrawal from the 
world-and a return to some 1935 V 
isolationism, are at best fools, 
promising Americans and the world 
a false thing. 

I'm a revolutionary, I am in 
fact a Communist. I believe in 
the basic principles of Communism, 
but I have something in common with 
virtually every American today. 
Right now it's in all of our inter- 
ests to oppose by every means 
necessary, consolidation of Fascism 
in this country, I'm not sure 
wether we can prevent that consol- 
idation. The state machinery, that 
is the courts and all the instit- 
utions of this society are beiag 
rapidly transfcrmed into one eff- 
icient apparatus for the interests 
and whims of the ruling class for 
Fascism, But we understand ul- 
timately that the contradictions 
in this society are so severe 
that Fascism is a public exposure 

of how week the ruling powers of. 
this country have become, because 
they had to resort to Fascism, 

Fascism will solve nothing for 
them, The left in this country, 
it may be crushed tomorrow morn- 
ing-- I don't think so. It's 
suffering a lot of casualties, 
that's true, the people's move- 
ment will always suffer a lot of 
casualties. But I think that we can 
see, month after month anti-fascist 
anti-imperialist and revolutionary 
consciousness is swelling in this 
country---and among whites. 
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It's not just among middle-class, 
privileged, arrogant college 
students, but the masses of people 
of all colors and all classes, 
The ruling class is beginning to 
get a basic grasp that they are 
involved in a struggle for their 
own survival. 

Now the problem willuultimately 
be this: that people cannot in 
any way have a prospect of ulti- 
mately defeating Fascism and 
overturning this system unless 
they have an understanding of who 
is their friend and who is their 
enemy, They must have a firm 
grasp of that everyone who is 
fighting the same enemy is part 
of their struggle and they are 
part of their struggle, There- 
fore, until the people of the 
U.S. in their struggle against 
Fescism at home understand thar 
the Vietnamese are their closest 
comrades and friends in the 
same struggle, then the struggle 
in this country is doomed. But 
I don't think the struggle in 
this country is in fact doomed, 
because there are too many people 
grasping the fact that the inner 
Left not only should win in 
Vietnam, but should win. 

NEWS; What caused you to decide 
Houston as a home base? 

HAILE: I selected Houston for 
several reasons: it's the sixth 
largest city in the country, 
approaching two million people, 
Houston has aa extremely large 
industrial working class--- 
anyone can tell that the diff- 
erence between Dallas and Houston 


is that of heavy industry. And. able to carzy on the Si 
I wanted to be her:. where the a shore whil . 


contradictions of this society 
are the sharpest, where you 
can speak to people very clearly 
and directly about the necess- 
ity to oppose fascism and the 
need to struggle for socialism. 

I was raised in Texas and 
feel that my struggle is in 
this part of the country, I 
could never see myself leaving 
the struggle in the South even 
though some people think that 
it is a little more dangerous 
or it's a little rougher in 
this part of the country. 
NEWS: I understand that you 
are barred from the University 
of Houston until after the 
revolution. What were the events 
that led up to that and what 
happened to your organization 
there after you were barred? 
HAILE: That's absolutely true. 
I will not legally he able to 
set foot on the University of 
Houston campus until after the 
siezure of state power by the 
people's armv, When I was still 
doing primarily campus work pol- 
itically last fall--there was a 
group of us that still worked 
within SDS, and we were developing 
a program at the Univ, of Houston 
as a direct attack on imperialism 
in that university, Our prime 
target was ROTC, Our first action 
was to directly remove some vre- 


eruiters from the student center of 


U of H on October 30, 1969. A 
small group of us. no more than 
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fifteen decided that we would put 
politics into action, because we 
believed that would aid people in 
going through the changes that are 
necessary, Little did we know 
that the president of the U, of H. 
student body, an incredible Fascist 
named Bob Olman, was president of 
the Young Americans for Freecom in 
the city of Houston, Also various 
members of the athletic department 
and some administrators conspired 
to organize ROTC cadets, athletes, 
and other campus Fascists to phy- 
sically assault us in the action 
before we broke eny law or violated 
anybody's right for anything. The 
conscious effort and conspiracy 
was made by all these people in- 
cluding members of the university's 
administration, So what we faced 
at noon on October 30 was a crowd 
of 1000 to 1500 people jammed into 
the part of the student center 
where the recruiters were located. 

I guess people thought that we 
would back down, Our group moved 
toward the table, Doug Bernhardt, 
who was in the lead, was attacked 
by more than a dozen footbali 
players who found that revolution» 
aries aren't pacifists or sissies. 
What developed was a pretty full 
scale riot, Our people defended 
ourselves--we defended ourselves 
not only against the students and 
administrators, but against the 
cops that came in, 

No charges resulted from that, 
but Bernhardt and I were perma- 
nently barred by the courts with 
their objective justice from the 
U. of H, Some of the people were 
ruggle for 
+» and 
had action two ps later against 
the CIA recruiter, The action was 
very successful and involved sev- 
eral hundred people. But as things 
are, we made mistakes in terms of 
our organizing a permanent group 
of people to continue, and the 
movement started falling apart at 
the U. of H, in the fall, 

NEWS: Well, next I'd like to know 
when the JOHN BROWN REVOLUTIONARY 
LEAGUE (the League) came into exis- 
tence and how and why? 

HAILE: The League formed in Hous- 
ton in March. We are an extremely 
new organization, not even five 
months old yet. Some of us who 
helped to form the League were 
former activists in SDS, but many 
others weren't. The reason that 
moved me toward the League was that 
SDS lasted almost 10 years and that 
was 10 years longer than most peo- 
ple expected. 

SDS was a very good force for 
the development of revolutionary 
progressive white youth in this 
country. But SDS could not survive 
very long because it contained 
within it too many different, diver- 
gent, and conflicting political 
viewpoints. So what's happening 
around the country right row is 
that people in their local situa- 
tions are responding tc the neces- 
sity of having to organize them- 
selves into varicus political or- 
ganizations, 

In Houston we've chosen the 
League; the League is not seme sort 
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of loose mass organization like SDS 
where you could walk off the street 
and join whether you were a cop or 
not. The League does not iniend to 
be and is not now just an extremely 
small greup of people who hide from 
public view and rur around drawing 
moustaches on posters, Politically 
the League is united on several 
principles, We're united against 
U.S. imperialism, against Fascism, 
against white supremacy, We con- 
demn all forms of pacifism inside 
and outside the movement, and ad~ 
vocate not the desirability but 
the necessity for resolutionary 
violence, in self-defense of the 
people's struggle end to ultimately 
smash the Fascist power in this 
country. The League is also op- 
posed to what is usually called 
revisionism, and that is people, 
organizations, and ideolcgies 
within the movement who are as much 
a part of the enemy as the ruling 
class is, The League is united by 
what we cali a vision of Socialism, 
Although we're not a Socialist or- 
ganization, much less a Communist 
organization, people generally are E 
united by a basic vision of Social- 
ism. Those are the basic princi- 
ples of the League, but first and 
foremost JOHN BROWN REVOLUTIONARY 
LEAGUE is an organization of revo- 
lutionary anti-imperialists, 
NEWS: Why did you pick the name 
John Brown? 
HAILE: We chose John Brown because 
there's no other white individual. 
in American history who so thor- 
oughly exemplifies what white peo- 
ple must do in America today. I've 
alread said that I'm convinced 
“everyone in this country un- 
nos a civil RETE ont 
I'm not only convinced it's coming, 
I'm trying to build it. Many other 
people are as well, Large numbers 
of white people can break throvgh 
the lies, the racist lies of this 
society, and understand it's in 
their interest to fight with people 
of color at home and throughout the 
world fighting alongside them 
against the people in power who 
just happen to be white. 
We've chosen John Brown as a sym- 
bol of our organization because 
John Brown symbolized that in the 
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police, who were heavily patrolling 
the area, saw fit to hassle and 
intimidate the supporter for sell- 
ing the Black Panther paper, This 
led a policenan to go for his gun 
without any warning or provocation 
at all, Carl Hampton, in defensa 
of his own life and the lives of 
other people there, drew his own 
pistol, a pistol which he had every 
legal right to have, At no time 
since the existence of the League 
or PPII have members of either or: 
ganization violated any gun laws. 
This is something that has been 
distorted and lied about consis- 
tently in che press, Getting lack 
to the events of July 17th, PPII 
individuals were forced to draw 
more weapons as more police rushed 
to the scene giving strong indica- 
tions of a planned incident. The 
police denarnded that the PPII peo- 
ple surrender their weapons aad 
themselves, The PPTI people in- 
sisted that they were perfectly 
wituin their legal rights to have 
sae weapors and to defend them- 
selves. They, therefore, refused 
to surrender chemselves for y 
reason. Hampton insisted that if 
the police would go about their 
business in the black community; 
not brutalize black peopie, not 
try to provoke incidents with the 
community or with PPII, there would 
be no direct violent confrantations, 

In this particular situation, the 
elearly outnumbered, 
Since policsmen are Fascist cowards, 
they can only fight when people are 
unarmed or wher people don't see 


the Back. This is 
police department L'veseever seen in 
the country, The Houstor police 
retreated. The next day a charge of 
assault to murder was filed agaiast 
Carl Hampton. Carl refused to sur- 
render himsc]f on that charge and 
said if the police want him they 
would have to arrest him because he 
had violated ro laws, The fact 
that he was a black man and wes 
chairman of the PPII gave him just 
cause tc fear for his iife if he 
went down and surrendered himself 
to the police, From that point the 
situation began to quicken, Many 
people realized it was a plot, a 
conspiracy to forc: PPII and Carl 
Hampton into a situation that would 
justify police type tactics. PPIT, 
Staying within their legal rights, 
began posting armed guerds at the 
party office headquarters. Several 
tacidents occurred as the days went 
on. James Aaron and another 
member of the party were arrested 
allegdedly on illegal possession 
of weapons, When the police dis- 
cevered that the weapons they pos- 
sessed in their car were perfectly 
legal they began changing charges 
on them. James and the other per- 
son were socn released through legal 
action taken by PPII. During all 
this the League and other progres- 
sive. revolutionary whites in Hous- 
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toa saw that they could aot merely 
sit back protected by their white 

in and allow this situation to ge 
rithout providing concrete sup- 
port for PPII. Part of the support 
that the League and other members 
provided was weapons, amnuniti cn, 
and thoselves, Fvery day promised 
that that would he the day that the 
police would rove. The plains~ 
clothes policemen around the PPII 
office were attempting te provoke 
senseless riots. It's always been 
the position of PPII that black peo- 
ple accomplish nothing by destroying 
their cun Lives and property, 
heard Sarl remark on many 
that he w d 
can accomplish nothing for black 
people, 

On Sunday, July ]6th, the police 
arrested two PPII members in the 
fcllowing manner: they accosted 
them om the street, chased them into 
a church -- I should point out at 
this point that the two brothers 
were armed but they were armed in a 
legai fashion, There is nothing 
against the law in publicly display- 
ing a shotgun or rifle. Everything 
wes above board by PPIT members, 
members of the League and supporters 
from MAYO and other groups, The 
police came in waving their guns, 
threatening to kill them and other 
people in the church, Rather than 
endarger the people in the church 
that Sunday, tke two members of PPII 
surrendered to the polica, Later 
that afternoon a rally developed 
areund PPIT headquarters, I was 
down there with other members of 


a serious incident was developing. 
There were several indications 
throughout the comunity that this 
would be the night the police would 
move. Most of the businesses begar 
closing down in the area after sun- 
down. The church down the street 
did aot holî services on Sunday 
night as they usually do, Even 
though we knew of some of these 
facts, we weren't aware of all of 
them. I think if PPIT sad other 
individuals had been made aware of 
all of the facts, the ultimate de- 
fense of the headuvarters that night 
would have been more effective. 
Nevertheless, the rally that was 
held =aded around 9 19 o'clock. 
£ vas the last speal in that 

n Corl wanted me to speak be- 
there were many blacks in the 
community and in the audience that 
couldn't believe that there were 
any whites alive who would carry 
the support of black people's right 
1f-determinatior (to datermive 
their own destinies) to the externt 
that they weuld lay their lives on 
the line and I tried to talk about 
thet ~ that in fact there are 
waites that believe in doing that. 
TEs mic what haspened 


on ten of the naarby 
ith guns. I imnediately 
assured the crowd and PPII thet 
members of the League. 
People began getting cff the 
streets. It was at that point that 
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it was getting clear that things 
were not normal in the community. 
There were very tew people on the 
street other than members and sup- 
porters of PPII and that something 
was going on. An unmarked police 
car was spotted near the church 
about the same time, Also at the 
same time, an unmarked, unlit heli- 
copter was flying around the area, 
At that point things became con- 
fused. I went back into the party 
headquarters to talk to some of 
the members of both the League and 
PPII, Only a few seconds later I 
heard one fuselage of gunfire and 
somebody came running into the 
office saying, "The pigs are firing 
from the church; they just shot 
Carl." Hampton had apparently gone 
down to the church vicinity to 
check out whether there were police 
snipers on the church. There's a 
question now in a lot of people's 
minds as to who led him down there 
and whether they led him into a 
trap. No one is certain who was 
with Carl Hampton when he was shot, 
One thing is certain: an iron rule 
of discipline of PPII is no one at 
any time is ever to fire on police 
or anyone else, but to fire only in 
self-defense. Hampton was shot 
from the church and you don't start 
firing up at well-protected snipers 
from out in the middle of the 
street, At this point something 
else is important to bring out, 
Some people suspected that these 
plainsclothes snipers on top of the 
church were policemen - there was 
no way to know that, There was 
never any public announcement by 
the police the entire evening as 
to their identity, Specifically, 
the people on top of the church 
never publically identified them- 
selves. The question is - does 
that involve the police? There's 
fantastic evidence that the police 
don't even bother to deny - of Klan 
members being policemen, Wa have 
evidence of that ourselves on 
paper. 

People were being shot down all 
over the street, There were clear- 
ly snipers on more buildings than 
just the church, When I heard that 
Carl had been shot, I ran out of 
the building with some other people 
and we attempted to make our way to 
where Carl had fallen, We never 
made it. I was shot twice in the 
arm by the same snipers. The other 
people were so heavily pinned down 
by gunfire that they couldn't get 
to Carl either, There are indica- 
tions that people could not get to 
Carl to protect him and the snipers 
simply sat up on top of the church 
and kept firing into his body, 

It's impossible to say how many 
people were wounded by snipers that 
night. Some estimates range be- 
tween two or three dozen, I do 
know the assassination of Carl 
Hampton was just that--a cold- 
blooded, plotted assassination, 
Other people were shot down because 
they were active, 

There's a tape recorded by a local 
Fascist newsman who was with the 
snipers - Howard Dupree - who took 
his own gun along. This tape has 
been played at least once on the 
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first civil war in this country, a 
white man who was forced to use 
armed struggle to oppose Kansas 
becoming a slave state instead of 
free state. John Brown along with 
a handful of blacks and whites 
attacked the arsenal at Harper's 
Ferry. The purpose of that was to 
seize the ammunitions to distribute 
to black slaves and sympathetic 
whites throughout the South in 
order to start the American Civil 
War. Blacks then could fight dir- 
ectly for their freedom instead of 
blacks sitting back or being forced 
to sit back and let two white rul- 
ing class armies fight it out to 
see which kind of slavery blacks 
would have, legal slavery or wage 
slavery. 

We found that our name is the 
best expression of our politics, 
When people see the name JOHN BROWN 
REVOLUTIONARY LEAGUE, they have an 
almost immediate grasp of what we 
advocate, 

NEWS: What's your position in 

the League? 

HAILE; The League at this point 
has no officers. It's not that 
we're against centralization or an 
authoritarian organization. We 
are not against those sorts of 
things, because we're not anarch- 
ists. We believe in a disciplined 
organization and feel that we have 
it. At this point the League does 
not have a need for officers with 
any sort of centralized power. + 
So, I, like everyone else in the 
League at this time, am just an 
equal member on the same basis with 
anyone else. 

NEWS: How many citizens are mem- 
bers of the League and are you 
planning to become a national or- 
ganization? 

HAILE: I'll take the last question 
first. In many ways we feel that 
the League is already beginning to 
become a national organization. 

As a result of recent events, a 
national consciousness is develop- 
ing toward our politics. However, 
at some point in the future, we 
don't know at what point exactly, 
we do intend to build the League 
as a national organization in terms 
of having chapters or branches of 
the organization in other cities 
throughout the country, We're al- 


ready getting responses along those 
lines from various people and only 
recently have we exposed ourselves 
nationally, 

On the question of how many peo- 
ple in the League, the rules of the 
organization prohibit any of us at 
ary time ever saying how many peo- ` 
ple belong or even giving a rough 
estimate. That's strictly a matter 
of security. We would be endanger- 
ing ourselves to a great extent by 
revealing to the forces of repres- 
sion our exact size or number at 
any given time. 

WEWS: How many men, women, and 
non-Anglos are in the League, per- 
centage-wise? 

HAILE: There is no prohibition or 
provision in the statement of prin- 


against people of color being mem- 
bers, but on the other hand, the 
League is obviously designed for 
whites to work among whites, Since 
we have two very fine crganizations 
in this city for blacks and Chica- 
nos, that is, People's Party II 
(PPII), and MAYO, respectively, 
we've had no applicants for member- 
ship from any people of color and 
don't expect any in the future. 

The large majority of our member- 
ship is composed of women and I 
think that it should be obvious 
why. The privileges and the false 
twists and turns of consciousness 
of vhite men particularly from 
middle-class backgrounds are very 
difficult to overcome and I'm cer- 
tainly not speaking as any spark- 
ling example of how far you can 
come from middle-class background, 
But we've found that consistently 
at this point in history that in 
the white segment, and in the 
League in particular, women make 
the best revolutionaries in terms 
of political understanding and pol- 
itical responsibility in terms of 
overcoming the destructive aspects 
of individualism and working col- 
lectively under a group discipline, 
Men particularly from middle-class 
backgrounds have a difficult time 
with questions of male Chauvinism, 
of gross individualism, and of 
political responsibility. In 
terms of class backgrounds, I 
think that at this point the 
league is balanced between members 


from middle-ciass backgrounds and 
working-class backgrounds. 
NEWS: Can you tell me what the 
relationship is, or was, between 
JB and People’s Party II, before 
Pthe day of July 26 on Dowling St.? 
HAILE: A little background needs 
to be explained in order to get 
the whole significance of recent 
events, PP II is very much like 
JB, a new organization in the 
city of Houston, It ‘was primarily 
organized a year ago by Carl 
Hampton, who had returned to 
Houston, after being associated 
with the Black Panther Party on 
the West coast, Hampton worked 
alone for over a year, until 
finallv an organization, PP II, 
emerged this spring..patterned 
y after the Black 


PP II, and MAYO, (the Mexican- 
American Youth Organization), 
formed a coalition designed to 
lead the struggle for change in 
the city of Houston, The coal- 
ition was met with increasingly 
severe repression by the local 
police. Hampton with three other 
PP members, and two members of 
John Brown, including myself, 

were arrested in April. We were 
arrested for a variety of charges: 
rape. armed robbery, murder, We 
were a band of desperados accord- 
ing to these charges, The actual 
charge was having perfectly legal 
weapons in the car; legal because 
all three organizations affirm the 
right of self-defense. No charges 
stood up on that arrest. 

Tn April, four members of the 
League were busted on their way to 
Austin. We were set up by a fifth 
person who happened to be an FBI 
agent. We're awaiting trial on a 
misdemeanor charge of possession 
of a prohibitive weapon; which was 
the FBI agent's 45 automatic pistol, 
The day to day harrassment of PPII 
continued all along, but PPII con- 
tinued to grow, They opened up a 
community information center in 
one of the most oppressed sections 
of the black community in June. 

On July 17th, the first incident 
that led towards the events of the 
26th occurred, 

A supporter of PPII was selling, 
the Black Panther paper in front of 
the party's headquarters, The 
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radio with the snipers talking 
among themselves - to the effect of 
"there goes Haile - get him - get 
him." 

Carl Hampton died sometime be- 
tween 12 midnight and 3 o'clock in 
the morning of several wounds to the 
chest and stomach and he died at 21 
years of age, Injuries to various 
people range from very serious to 
minor. As soon as the snipers 
helped to clear out the area with 
their constant gunfire, approximate- 
ly 500 hundred police came through 
the area on a search and destroy 
mission, They swept through a 20 
block area around PPII headquarters, 
illegally entering apartments and 
beating, pistol-whipping and shoot- 
ing people on the streets. Approx- 
imately 50 people were arrested for 
minor charges on the streets as 
the police swept through. 

NEWS; How long after assistance at 
the hospital was it until you were 
charges with some kind of police 
charge? 

HAILE: Sometime Monday I was in- 
formed that the police were filing 
charges on me for assault to murder, 
which is a felony, punishable by 
two to 25 years in prison. People 
in the League, of course, obtained 
an attorney and began raising bail 
money. Upon my release, early 
Tuesday afternoon, the 28th, the 
police arrested me and took me down 
to jail. I was met in jail by my 
lawyer, who already had my release 
secured and I was released on $2500 


bond. 
NEWS: Tell me about the Coalition 


for the Defense of PPII, How can 
a concerned citizen help out in the, 
“defense of PPII, and what activi 
tioc would this woney be Used for? 
HAILE; Approximately 15 different 
organizations; black, brown, black 
Chicano and white, formed quickly 
after the 26th. Some of the groups 
in it included: the entire student 
body of predominately black Texas 
Southern University, the Mexican- 
American youth organization-MAYO, 
PPII, JBRL, the staff of Space City- 
‘local left newspaper, an environ- 
mental ecology organization at U, 
of Houston, and a welfare rights 
‘organization, The Coalition has 
basically 4 purposes: to continue 
to educate the masses of people in 
Houston and the country that Carl 
Hampton was assassinated and this 
was a pre-meditated annihilation 
campaign by the Houston police 
department city fathers; to build 
support for the trials of Johnny 
Coward, myself, and any other indi- 
viduals who may be subsequently 
charged around this incident; to 
build a permanent legal defense 
fund and apparatus of lawyers and 
supporters for the defense of the 
movement; and to provide concrete 
support for the programs of PPII, 
The people who came together 
represent a broad range of organi- 
zational and individual political 
views in addition to being black, 
brown, and white. They were able 
to unify not merely upon the so- 
called defense of PPII but on a 
concrete, firm support of the pro- 
gram of PPII, The Coalition is 
open not only to organizations but 
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Carl Hampton, Chairman of Peoples 
Party Il, a black revolutionary group 
with platform and program similar to 
the Black Panther Party, was assasinated 
by Houston Police snipers on July 26. 


The commercial media has accepted 
the police lies about the shooting. 
Space City!, Houston's radical paper, 
has published a detailed account of the 
murder, including a history of police 
harrassment of PPII. (Available from

The Nixon Administration was 
elected on the strength of a pur- 
ported but still undisclosed plan 
to terminate the war in Vietnam 
Three of the key figures in the 
Administration, the President, the 
Secretary of State and the Attor- 
mey General, are Wall Street law- 
yers who have been closely asgo- 
ciated with the problems of cor- 
porate and mmicipal finance, 
Their failure to recognize the 
portents of impending economic 
doom and to conclude the rash 
military adventure responsible 
for thuse portents is incredible, 

As a concerned capitalist, I 
have communicated my miagivings 
to the Administration, Last Nov- 
ember, when Bell Telephone bonds 
were sold at the, up to then, 
highest interest rates in Ameri- 
can corporate history, I called 
this to President Nixon's atten- 
tion. My message stated: "Un- 
less there are immediate and dras- 
tic changes in our foreign poli- 
cies, I feel we are headed for a 
panic that could destroy the Nixon 
Administration even as the debacle 


of 1929 destroyed the political 
career of Herbert Hoover," 

If the President will not act, 
then Congress must. This nation a 
simply cannot afford to continue 
apending $80 hillion a year for 
military purvoses. The $25 billion 
included in that budget for the 
Vietnam adventure is money com- 
pletelv down the drain, while much 
of the remainder goes for the de- 
velopment and production of wea- 
pons that would extinguish the 
human race if ever used, 

Less than a week ago I received 
a letter from Viscount Montgomery, 
The great general makes this judg- 
ment on President Nixon's conduct 
of the war in Vietnam: "He should 
realize that a political end to 
the war in Vietnam is the only way 
to end that war." 

The allegation that North Vietnam 
and the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam will 
not negotiate is not in accord with 
the facts. I suggest for the Con- 
gress' consideration that a small 
committee of the Senate and House 
meet informally in Canada or in 
France with a similar group from 
North Vietnam and the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government,
